A correspondent, dating from Shantung, 
December 17th., gives the following reliable 
account of warlike proceedings {a that district, 
which suggests a lesson which the bogue war 
correspordents, who have flooded the newspapers 
of the world with the most barefaced Hes and 
hideou : trash ever concocted by back-door loafers, 
would do well to take to heart :— a: 


Durlng the early part of the war the Intelll-

CHINESE SUBJECTS IN KOREA.

The regulations recently tesued for the 
protection of Chinese anblects In Korea are, 
according to. translation from the Japanese 
piper Fijf, sak tews - i 

Whereas all the bitherto exfeting terms of 
amity between Korea and China have now been 
shregated, and {t shall be cansidered ag tha offt 
of the benevolent vrotectinn of the Korean 


Government that the Chinese. subjects {n oor 


terctory are allowed to flve-in peace, we hereby 
promulgate the following regulations for the 
Chinese subjects in our territory to ansure them 
of the ssfd protection hy express provisions: — 

Art, L—Chinexe subjects shalt he allowed to 
live only (n the circomse:lbed quarters of Seoul, 
Jinsen, Fosen, and Gensan, : 

Act, Th—Chinese subjects ving in the 
-quartera mentioned in the preceding article shall 
report thelr names, residences, and occupations 
to and be duly permitted by the local authorities, 


Chinese subjects changing thelr occupations 
ahall get permission anew, and {n case they 
change thelr residences they shall get the certifi. 
cates of the Ineal ontharities af the seat of thelr 
previous realdences and report within three days 
to the authorities of the seat of thelr new resi. 
dences to be there registered, i 

Act. T1.—Chinese subjects Helng in the 
Korean‘territory ahall enjoy the protection of thelr 
lives and propertles, but arms and ammunition 
oranything which may be prejudicial to the 
wuace of Koren at the present time shall not be 
fmsported of dealt in, the custom authorities 
belng duly empowered to enforce the provision 
herein mentioned, 

Art, IV.=-Chinese subjects at present ving in 
Korea and desiring to: receive the favours to be 
granted under the Regulations shall apply 
according fo the provisions In the article IT con- 
talned, within thirty days. Otherwise no Chinese 
subjects, except thote who have offices or other 
properties io Korea and may desire to be pet- 
mitted to return to Kores, shall be allowed to 
recetve the favours under these Regulations, 

Chioese subjects allowed to enter the Korean 
terrltory shall report thelr arrival to the local 
authorles within 48 hours from the tlme of thelr 
landing, and shall be duly registered, 


Ad, V.—Chinese subj ‘cte golng to Seoul from 
Jinsen, or vice versa, eball be free to do so 
either by land or by water, but shall not be 
allowed to pass Into the interlor. Thote having 
propertles in the Interlor phatl, however, be 
given certifleatey, by the spectal consideration of 
the Korean Government, 20 as to enable them 
to take back the properties." 

“Art, VI—The Korean Government reserves 
the right of arresting, punishing by law, ov trans. 
porting those Chinese subjects In the Korean 
terrltary who may infdage any one of the article 
in the Regulations or fall to make the required 
arplications to the authoritles, © : 


-Art, VIL~—The Regulations shall not prevent 
“the. rules lssved by war aut'orlties from being 
enforced, Chinese subjects who may be found 
acting suspiclously or prejudicially to the peace 
of Korea shalt be.arrested and handed over to 
the Korean Government for examinatlon, and {f 
found gullty puntahed by the law or transported 
according to the nature of thelr offences, 
_ Art, VIII Chinese subjects {n the Korean 
territory, belog under the jurladiction of the 
Korean Government, shall ablde by tbe deci- 
slons of the said Government. The safd Govern- 
ment also reserves the right of hesring and 
doclding disputes between Chinese subjects or 
between Chinese and K-rean subjects, 
* Art. IX.~-The Regulations shall come 
force from the date of Issue.

Accounte recently recelved from Moukden 
ebow that the sitnation {a that city 1s far from 
sat! factory, Some time ago 8 peard of Man- 
chy: was posted at each of the eight gates with 
orders to apprehend deserters or fugitive soldiers. 
Asa result of thismany Chinese were beheaded, 
but Manchu deserters were Ilberated. This so 
Incensed @ detachmentof Honan men then 
quartered In the clty that they attacked ‘the 
guards, pat them to filgbt, and wrecked: the 
geard-houses, The Honanese were then sent off 
to Lisoyang, but fights between bands of Chinese 
and Manchue are still of frequent occurrence. 
The better classes have left the city in et 
nymbers, taking thelr valuables with them.

The Chinese forcer, 
under General Ma, are atill on the eastern side 
of Hatchdag, The depredatlons of ranaway 
soldiers have become so outrageous that the 
village communitles all over thie part of Man- 
churla. have heen roused in sheer deaspelr to 
organise bands of militia for local defence, 
One of these bunds unfortunately c ime Into con- 
tact with a few Japanese scouts on this elde of

When the news arrived of the Japanese 
designs on Port Atthur, General Sang marched 
to Its relief, taking with Kim 3,coo men of his 
own corps, and $,000 men of the Ming 
The letter were under the command of 
Lia Ming Ch‘aan, nephew of the hero of 
Formosa, and they were requtred to recover Kin- 
chow as a punishment for baving run away 
from Chloliench‘tng, the month before. They 
atilved before Kinchow on the morning of the 
2ret af November, 
o'clock and Jasted four hours, ‘but spoarently 
only three battellons were’ engaged, The 
Japanese enticed thelr adversary to advance by 
drawing in thelr ootposts, and then disclosed 
themselves in force, backed by artillery from 
within the clty. The infantry attack having 
falled, a cayalry charge was ordered, with the 
game result, The Chin.se then withdrew to. 
Kalchow, having so out-marched thelr enemy 
that his whereabouts to the southward are an- 
known, aa ° 

MAINTAINING DISCIPLINE. - 

Many of thoss wounded in the ection of the 
art are now In Newchwang, and are being 
treated by the foreign doctors, The total num- 
ber of casualties is unkoown, but they speak of 
100 wounded and §0 killed fn one battalion 
of soo men, General Sung Is reported to be 
malataining discip'ine. Two soldiers were dls. 
covered to have women's silppers among thelr 
baggage, and in a short time two heads were 
hanging outside, with the alippers tled under 
them, as a silent but troe witness, The com- 
missarlat has established two derd's, one here, 
and one at Tlenchwangtsi, where the Peklog 
highway crossés the Liao. To which of these 
points the army will retire, In the event of their 
abandoning Kaichow, is. # question of some 
interest to the {ohabltants of this port.

General Sung's headquarters are at Kalchow. 
His plan !s to defend the roads leading to Hal- 
chéag and this port. An army of 10,000 oF 15,000 
4s expected from Tlentsin to relnforce hls 
present army, and ought to pats near 
here either to-day or to-morrow, The 
Motienting, pans Is utiil successfolly detended by 
the Chinese; we hear cousianily of fighting 
taking place with varied results, This is the 
one place where the Chinese. have made a deter- 
mined and successful stand, tis now certain 
that the Japanese are advancing from Port 
Arthur, On last Thursday, the Oth dust, they 
took undisputed possession of Fuchau, and the 
next day some Japanese, most probably 
‘an advanced gua'd, were seen at Hafuogyt. 
By this time they must be close to Kaichow, 
where another decisive battle will take place, 
unless General Sung retreats, At-present he isin 
danver of attack from the south, south-east, and 
north-east, and he will probably retreat towards 
Haichéog, and from there to Liaoyang in order 
to defend Moukden, which Js rapidly befng pre- 
pared for attack, Two rows of rative lanterns 
are hung round the wa'l every night to enable 


‘| the defenders to see the enemy, and doubtless to 


dazile and alarm them with such a brifllant 
iitumination| The peacefulness or otherwise 
of thls place in the tmmediete future 
depends greatly upon the movements of 


‘) General Sung. If he defends Kalchow, the 


soldiers will ‘fice to this port in lay 
numbers, and prbably burn and loot the 
native town, If, on the other baud, General 
Sang retreats to Halphong, our danger wit! be 
greatly dimiolsbed, as the solaters will then flee 
towards Liaoyang or Shaohalkuan, 


THE WEATHER. - 


We are heving fairly cold weather: with 
northerly winds and fogs, The tiver is full of 
Ice, but not frezen over. The country Is still 
covered with snow, To our great reflef the 
courler arrived on the 5th Instant four days lat 
owing to delay in starting, bad roads ani 
unfrogen rivers. : 

The Red Cross Hospital, which has now been 
opened, promises to be of use. Already 37 
soldiers, all of whom were wouyoded at Southern 
Chinchaw on the 20'h of November, have arived 
for treatment, They report that lirge pumbers
